'I'Vheat  T-irocluc-cion  in  1828 

The  1923  x'aieat  prodaction  in  1928  in  22  co^jitries  is  estiraated  at 
2,414,927,000  or.shels  against  2,425,671,000  bushels  in  192V  when  they  represent- 
ed 58  per  cent  of  estimated  ■'-orid  total  excluding  Russia  and  China.     The  figure 
indicated  includes  Canadian  winter  v;heat  hut  not  spring  vheat.     The  production 
in  15  ETjror;ean  countries  is  1,112,826,000  hiisheis  against  1,108,526,000  bushels 
in  1927''.     The  1923  crop  in  England  and  Wales  is  estimated  :it  44,837,000  bushels 
against  53,116,000  bushels  in  1927.     The  area  this  year  is  reported  at  1,397,000 
acres,  a  decrease  of  239,000  acres  from  1927.     The  Indian  crop  is  nov:  estimated 
at  289,731,000  hushels,  a  decrease  of  4,557,000  bushels  from  the  Hay  estimate 
and  a  decrease  of  44,015,000  bushels  frorr;  last  year's  final  estimate.    The  1928 
acreage  in  India  is  nov-  placed  at  22,211,00C':  acres  against  the  May  estimate  of 
32,018,000  acres  and  the  1927  final  estimate  of  31,272,000  acres.     See  tables,

Canada 

The  tevuperature  in  Alberta  during  the  v/eei^  ended  August  14  averaged 
2°  above  normal  in  the  north  snd  from  3*^  to  5°  aojve  in  the  south,  according 
to  reports  received  by  the  United  States  Weather  ijiireau.     In  Sas:<at chexs-an 
the  temperatures  averaged  5°  to  7°  aho^^e  normal.     luring  the  first  part  of 
the  V7eek  there  ;;ere  scattered  shov/ers  in  the  nortnern  and  n'estern  parts  of 
the  spring  -vvheat  belt.     The  "/eek  ended  rainy  in  Man  it  oh  a.  but  fair  in  the 
•western  areas. 

Europe 

Southeastern  Europe  experienced  further  dro-oght  and  heat  the  week 
ended  August  IS  r;ith  a  fe^':'  local  shovers,  v.^nile  elsermere  the  v/eather  ^.vas 
cooler  >ith  some  rain,  according  to  a  cable  from  Agricultural  ecmmissioner 
L.  V.  Steere.     This  dry  weather  is  probably  too  late  to  affect  the  bread 
grains  to  any  extent.    Russian  7;eather  ras  hot  end  clear  in  the  southern 
and  central  sections  during  the  veek  ended  August  16. 

■^Tneat  production  in  Yugoslavia  is  officially  reported  at  105,380,000 
bushels  according  to  Ur.  Steere.     This  is  the  lai^gest  crop  reported  in  present 
boundrries  one  is  almost  t-ucn  as  large  as  last  ^^ear's  56,568,000  bushels. 
This  estim.ate  indicates  either  an  upv/ard  revision  in  ranter  wheat  acreage  or 
a  big  increase  in  soring  v/heat  acreage  or  else  unusually  fa.vorable  grov;ing 
conditions.     On  the  oasis  of  "che  present  estimate  of  4,478,000  acres  in 
winter  vheat,  vmich  includes  ir^ost  of  tne  total  vheat  acreage,  and  alloTving  a 
spring  v/heat  acreage  eqx;al  to  last  year,  this  production  vrould  shoi?  a  yield 
of  about  22  bushels  to  the  acre.     The  highest  yield  previously  reported  xvas 
18.3  bushels  to  the  acre  in  1925.    The  average  yield  for  uhe  past  8  years  is 
only  14.4  bushels.     The  Yugoslav  rye  crop  is  estimated  at  8,562,000  bushels 
compared  \-;ith  5,923,000  bushels  last  year. 
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The  quolity  of  the  Prench  v;haat  crop  is  reported  to  be  good.  In 
Denn^ark  outside  of  Jiitland  the  condition  is  reported  ac  95  per  cent  of 
avero-ge  the  iniddle  of  Augur.t  rhich  is  a  v-iight  iniprovernent  over  conditions 
a  month  ago  and  the  r.aine  a^-  at  this  tine  last  year.     Rye  is  85  per  cent  of 
average  compared  with  91  a  year  ;:.go.     In  Sweden  v/arn  v.-eathei'  is  needed  for 
avei'age  crops.     In  Austria  the  rye  outlook  is  considerably  damaged  by 
drought.    The  condition  of  v/irxtor  -"hea-c  in  CL-^.echosicvakia,  'rhich  includes 
most  of  the  v/heat  of  tlie  couiitry,  as  officially  reported  for  August  1  v.-as 
103  per  cent  of  Lhe  avera,,^e  for  the  pant  4  years  which  is  the  same  as  last 
year  and  vantor  rye  v-as  113  per  cent  com.pr.red  r/ith  100  per  cent  a  year  ago, 

S ou t  lie r n  He rn i  crp he r  e 

The  weather  in  Argent ina  during  the  week  ended  Au/^st  13  continued 
relatively  cool,  v/ith  lignt  precipitation,  according  to  reports  to  the 
United  States  Weather  Buj^eau.     In  the  northern  'vheat  districts,  the  temper- 
atures averaged  2^  below  normal  and  in  the  southern  districts  5°  oelow.  The 
only  precipitation  reported  was  0,2  inches  in  the  north.     Crop  conditions 
in  Austre.lia  r;ontinue  favorable,     ^'seful  rains  were  reported  in  western 
Australia  and  nioderate  showers  in  the  eastern  iialf  of  New  South  V/ales  dur- 
ing the  week  ended  August  IS.     xhe  te^nperatures  continue  mild. 

I.iovement  to  market 

United  States 

Sxports  of  wheat  including  floux  from  the  United  States  from  July  1 
through  August  11  were  11, '■.35,000  Dushels  against  20,518,000  bushels  for 
the  corresponding  period  last  year.    Exports  during  the  week  ended  August 
11  were  the  largest  of  the  season  amounting  to  3,491,000  bushels  against 
2,395,000  bushels  the  previous  -v-eek  but  ••-ere  below  the  average  weekly 
export  during  August  for  the  past  two  years. 

Canada 

The  Lominion  Luroau  of  Statistics  reports  tnat  the  stocKS  of  wheat 
in  Canada  at  the  end  of  the  crop  year,  July  31,  19^8,  were  76,484,000 
bushels  against  the  revised  estimace  of  50,765,000  bushels  on  July  31,  1927. 
Stocks  in  store  in  elevators  at  Port  Vyilliam  and  port  Arthur  v/ere  24,054,000; 
country  private  and  r.anuf acturing  elevators,  4,603,000;  interior  terminal 
elevators  in  the  v.estern  division,  2,330,000;  l^ancouver  teriainal  and  -private 
elevators,  3,984,000;  Prince  Rupert  private  elevators,  11,000;  Pulvth- 
Superior  elevators,  79,000;  public  elevators  in  the  east,  18,509,000;  in 
transit  4,543,000;  in  flour  I'lills,  5,000,000;   in  farmers'  hands,  4,186,000 
and  afloat  for  unloading  at  Canadian  ports,  9,085,000  bushels. 
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Stocks  of  wheat  in  the  western  grain  division  of  Canada  decreased 
3,271,000  "bushels  diaring  the  weeic  ended  August  10  and  on  that  date  vere 
25,951,000  tushels  ag'ainst  2.3,207,000  Qushels  on  i^ugust  12,  1927.  Stocks 
at  Fort  William  -  Port  Arthur  on  August  10  were  15,834,000  bushels  against 
18,586,000  "bushels  a  year  ago.    Receipts  at  these  elevators  during  the  week 
ended  August  10  were  1,819,000  bi'.shels  and  shipments  were  8,760,000  bushels. 
Receipts  at  "^/ancouver,  including  prince  Hupert  were  321,000  bushels  and 
shipment  were  254,000  mishels. 

Russia 

Several  factors  are  tending  to  reduce  grain  procurements  in  Russia 
which  will  doubtless  be  below  last  year  for  the  early  part  of  the  season 
according  to  a  cable  from  Lr.  Steere.    These  factors  incl\ide  the  late  harvest, 
recent  heavy  rain  and  tlie  old  difficulty  of  poor  or . .anization.    Reports  for 
the  first  ten  days  of  .Vugust  indicate  poor  development  in  procurements  in 
IT-craine,  Sforth  Caucasus  and.  the  Volga  region.  ReTjorts  continue  to  vuention 
poor  crops  in  the  Ukraine  particTilarly  m  the  southern  section  where  spring 
crops  also  seem  to  'Dfi  unfavorable,  and  peasants  from  the  regions  where  the 
crops  are  poor  are  reported  to  be  going  to  Grirasa  and  other  sections  of 
the  Ukraine  where  crops  are  better  to  purchase  seed  grain.    This  also  is 
affecting  procureraent s ,     T'/ie  recent  purchases  abroad  ;are  said  to  be 
partially  for  seed. 

European  grain  market  conditions 

The  improvem.ent  recently  noted,  in  i]u"i  oi'iean  grain  m.rxketE  v.^as  con- 
tinued for  t  ho  week  ended  August  14  with  lar^^er  transactions  and  good  mill 
interest,  according  to  a  cable  from  Agricultui-al  Comrdssioner  Steere  at 
Berlin.    Stoc'ics  of  wheat  in  .Berlin  on  July  31  were  only  599,500  bushels  as 
compared  m  th  952,460  bushels  on  June  30  and  1,141,750  bushels  on  May  31. 
However,  there' was  a  continued  decrease  in  the  prices  of  wheat  and  rye  in 
Germany.     The  price  of  domestic  vheat  at  Hamburg  fell  from  154,5  cents  a 
bushel  August  8  to  150.4  cents  August  16.     The  price  of  rye  at  Berlin  fell 
from  140.1  cents  a  bus'nel  August  £  to  136.7  Aiagust  16,    A  year  ago  the  rye 
price  was  134.9  cents  a  bushel.

10,     The  combined  price  at  six  principal  markets  averaged  fj-LOS  or  10  cents 
under  the  previous  week's  average  and  31  cents  under  last  year's  price.

The  1928  rye  production  as  reported  by  13  countries  is  555,752,000 
bushels  against  560,497,000  bushels  in  ,1927  when  those  countries  represented 
74  per  cent  of  the  estimated  v/orld  production,  exclusive  of  Russia  and  China. 
The  1928  rye  production  in  Yugoslavia  is  esti'^-ated  ::.t  8,5C2,0C0  bushels 
against  5,923,000  bushels  last  year.    This  estimate  v.-as  received  too  late  to 
be  included  in  the  table  on  page  285. 


Peed  grain  conditions  in  Europe  du:>.-ing  the  veek:  ended  Au^^ust  16 
v/ere  less  favorable  than  v;ere  v.'Vieat  conditions,  according;  to  cabled  advices 
from  L.  V.  Steere,  Agricultural  Commissioner  at  Berlin,    Drought  in  southern 
Europe,  which  "a-oparently  came  too  late  to  hurt  the  "neat  crop,  may  have 
hurt  oats  and  is  definitely  reported  to  have  hurt  the  corn  ;aaterially .  Rain 
a  week  ago  improved  the  corn  situation  in  sonie  parts  of  'iiumania  and  Yug'O- 
slavia,  but  still  conaitions  are  not  good.     In  Rumania,  unofficial  reports 
state  that  20  per  cent  of  tne  corn  ar?.a  is  in  bad  condition;  40  per  cent 
about  medium  and  40  per  cent  good.    More  rain  is  needed  in  Yugoslavia  for 
a  good  crop.    The  barley  and  oats  crop  in  that  country,  hovever»  appear  to 
be  good. 


■  •         Barley  production  in  Yugoslavia  is  estimated  at  20,209,000  bushels 
against  14,449,000  bushels  last  year  and  oats  production  is  placed  at 
26,731,000  bushels  compared  with  20,114,000  last  year, 
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grains  were  considera'oly  damaged  by  drought.  The  condition  of  spring  barley 
Czechoslovakia  on  August  1  as  officially  reported  was  112  per  cent  of  the 
average  for  the  rjast  4  years  conipared  with  109  per  cent  last  year,  but  oats 
were  only  91  per  cent  coinpared  v/ith  103  per  cent  last  year.    Potatoes  v;ere 
79  per  cent  of  the  average  compared  v/ith^  103  per  cent  last  year.  These 
figures  on  specific  crops  v^ere  received  too  late  to  be  included  in  the  sec- 
ttions  devoted  to  those  crops.  A  statement  on  American  and  European  potatoes 
'appears  on  page  290. 

BARhEY 

Total  barley  production  as  reported  in  14  countries  stands  at 
i693,048,000  bushels,  an  increase  of  20  per  cent  over  last  year's  total  for 
the  same  countries,  v;hich  in  that  year  produced  nearly  40  per  cent  of  the 
■estimated  total  Northern  Hemisphere  barley  crop  exclusive  of  Russia  and 
China.     The  latest  estimate  of  the  1928  barley  crop  in  the  United  States 
is  344,000,000  bushels,  which  is  an  increase  of  about  50  per  cent  over  that 
of  last  year.     The  increase  in  pi^odviction  is  very  slightly  more  than  the 
increase  in  the  area  picmtcd  this  year. 

The  acreage  planted  in  13  E-uroioean  countries  is  scarcely  as  large  as 
that  of  last  year,  but  the  production  as  reported  in  9  countries  is  10  per 
cent  greater  than  in  1927.     The  first  estimate  received  from  England  and 
Wales  shows  a  production,  of  43,773,000  bushels,  not  quite  9  per  cent  above 
that  of  last  year.    The  combined  production  for  3  North  African  countries 
is  reported  at  34  per  cent  above  that  of  last  year.     Statistics  on  acreage 
and  production  appear  on  page  286.     See  also  the  statement  under  the  head- 
ing "FEED  G-RAIIJS",  received  too  late  to  be  included  under  the  separate  crops 

In  Canada, the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics  reports  that  stocks  of 
barley  in  that  country  at  the  end  of  the  crop  year,  July  31,  were  3,459,000 
bushels,  v'hich  was  nearly  40  per  cent  belov/  the  stocks  on  the  same  date  last 
year.     In  the  Western  Grain  Inspection  Division,  stocks  on  August  10 
amo-onted  to  1,025,000  bushels  compared  uth  1,430,000  on  that  date  in  1927« 

Shipments  of  barley  from  the  United  States,  iu^gentina  and  the  Dan- 
ubian  countries  from  July  1  to  the  latest  dates  available  have  amounted  to 
4,011,000  bushels  this  year  compared  v/ith  4,122,000  bushels  for  the  corre'- 
spending  periods  of  last  year.    Exports  from  the  United  States  and  the  Dan- 
ubian  countries  have  been  running  a  little  above  those  of  1927,  while  those 
from  Argentina  have  been  belov/.     See  page  292  for  tables  s-ummar izing  the 
barley  trade.    Barley  prices  in  the  United  States  have  dropped  considerably 
during  the  past  month.     The  average  price  of  ITo.  2  barley  at  kinneaoolis 
for  the  veek  ended  August  10  was  70  cents  per  bushel;,  which  was  4  cents  b 
belov;  the  price  for  the  preceding  week  and  27  cents  ■'onder  the  highest 
level  reached  since  the  lc:.st  i/eek  in  June.     For  most  of  the  yeex  prices 
have  been  running  above  those  of  last  year,  but  for  the  v^eek  of  August  3 
they  were  3  cents  under,  and  for  August  10,  9  cents  below  the  prices  for  the 
corresponding  weeks  bf  last  year. 
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OATS 

Total  oats  prodiiction  as  reported  by  12  countries,  which  last  year 
produced  more  than  42  per  cent  of  the  estimated  TSrthern  Hemisphere  total 
crop  exclusive  of  Russia  and  China,  araounts  to  1,851,000  bushels  for 
1928,  an  increase  of  18  per  cent  over  the  1927  crop.    Most  of  this  increase 
is  due  to  the  United  States  crop  of  1,442,173,000  bushels,  which  is  nearly 
22  per  cent  greater  than  that  of  last  year,  although  the  acreage  planted 
was  practically  the  same.     The  9  European  countries  so  far  reported  shov^  a 
net  production  more  than  2  per  cent  greater  than  in  1927,  which  is  a 
slightly  greater  increase  than  there  was  in  the  area  planted.  Statistics 
on  acreage  and  production  are  given  on  page  286  .  See  also  page  274  for 
figures  received  too  late  to  be  tabulated. 

The  Canadian  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics  reports  that  stocks  of 
oats  in  Canada  at  the  end  of  the  crop  year,  July  31,  1928,  amounted  to 
28,712,000  bushels,  which  was  25  per  cent  more  than  the  stocks  at  the  end 
of  the  preceding  year.     Stocks  in  the  Western  Grain  Inspection  Division  on 
August  10  were  2,817,000  bushels  against  2,237,000  bushels  on  the  same  date 
last  year. 

Shipments  of    oats  fron  the  United  States,  Argentina  and  the  Danubian 
countries  from  July  1  to  the  la.test  dates  available  have  been  much  smaller 
than  those  for  the  same  periods  of  1927,  reaching  only  497,000  bushels 
against  3,924,000  bushels  a  year  ago.     Most  of  this  difference  is  caused  by 
the  decrease  in  the  exports  from  Argent ina.     More  detailed  statistics  on 
oats  iiTiports  and  e:qjorts  appear  on  page  292.  Oats  prices  in  the  United 
States  have  continued  the  decline  noted  during  the  past  month.     The  average 
price  of  llo.  3  white  oats  at  Chicago  for  the  week  ended  August  10  was  39 
cents  per  bushel  compared  with  42  cents  for  the  preceding  week,  69  cents 
during  the  last  week  in  June,  and  48  cents  for  the  week  of  August  10,  1927.

Net  exports  of  corn  from  the  United  States,  the  Danubian  countries, 
Russia,  Argentina  and  the  Union  of  South  Africa  from  November  1  to  the 
latest  dates  available  amount  to  222,988,000  bushels,  or  80  per  cent  of  the 
exports  for  the  same  periods  of  the  preceding  year.     Shipments  from  the 
United  States  a^id  the  Union  of  South  .^frica  have  been  a  little  larger  dur- 
ing the  present  season,  while  the  other  important  corn  exporting  coxmtries 
have  run  considerably  behind  last  year.     See  page  292  for  detailed  figures. 
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Corn  prices  in  the  United  Statss  hyv/e  declined  a  fe"'  cents  during 
the  past  T/oek,  as  h^ive  also  Ar'.rantire  prices.     On  Aug^ist  14  the  average 
price  of  'Ko.

Decreased  estimates  for  the  u'nited  States,  Italy  and  Polsnd  have 
been  received  since  the  July  report  •oublished  in  "w'oreign  Crops  and  Markets" 
on  July  23,  but  chose  d:;crea3es  ^111  be  ;aore  than  offset  by  an  increase 
in  the  Kussian  acreage,  sho-ild.  the  ^:^reseat  estimate  for  that  country  be 
affirmed.     The  total  acreG.Te  in  the  United  States  and  Canada  is  nov;  placed 
at  673,000  acres  compared  rith  755,000  acres  last  year,  due  to  the  decreased 
United  States  acreage  ^hen  compared  "dth  that  of  1927.     The  acreage  in  the  20 
European  countries,  including  Russia,  is  6,316,000  acres,  an  increase  of 
5.1  per  cent  above  the  figure  for  last  year,     ilxcluding  Russia,  the  Jluropean 
sugar  beet  acreage  is  no-7  68,000  acres  belo™  last  year.     Jor  revised  esti- 
mates and  totals  to  d.-'.te,  see  page  290, 

A  cable  of  Ai:gust  10  to  a  trade  Paper  reported  that  general  rains 
had  fallen  in  Eui'One  in  the  preceding  fe-^r  days,  but  -.vere  still  insufficient 
for  the  needs  of  the  sugar  beet  crop.     Sho'-ers  rcre  most  abundant  in 
Germany,  ^hile  in  Cr.echoslova.kia  precipitation  rras  light.     Reports  of 
August  6  stated  that  I'ains  in  most  sugar  beet  sections  had  relieved  the 
effects  of  drought  to  so,;.n,a  extent  and  had  improved  prosr)c;cts  som.e^'hat.  Re 
ports  in  the  latter  part  of  July  had  stated  that  in  Italy,  on  account  of 
the  nearness  to  harvest  time,   it  ^-as  feared  trat  the  crop  -"ould  not  have 
an  opportunity  to  recover  from  th:)  effects  of  the  recent  dry  ^-eather,  al- 
though lantil  a  fev.  reeks  ago  the  outlook         considered  as  most  promis- 
ing. 

In  the  Silesian  ai^ea  of  Germany  the  progress  of  the  plants 
was  halted  in  the  latter  part  of  .July  by  dry  'voather  but  in  western  Ger- 
many the  condition  of  the  fields  'vas  improved.     Belgium  and  the  ITetherlands 
reported  little  danage  at  the  end  of  July,  rhile  the  crop  in  Poland  '^'as  in 
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normal  condition  and  the  United  Kingdom  expects  an  output  larger  than  last 
year,  in  spite  of  a  decrease  in  acreage.    ?ra,nce  was  much  in  need  of  rain. 
The  Balkans  also  reported  need  of  rain,  especially  in  Rumania.    There  have 
"been  more  recent  reports  of  rain  in  Rumania,  which  m.ay  have  helped  the 
situation  somewhat.    Bul^-^aria  has  a  fair  stand  of  beets,  hut  needs  rain. 


Sugar  production  in  Russia 

The  1928  sugar  production  of  the  Russian  Sugar  Trust  through- 
out the  whole  Union  was  placed  at  ahout  1,731,000  short  tons  at  a 
recent  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Trust  at  Kharkov,  according  to 
Russian  press  reports  forwarded  to  the  Eureau  of  Agricultural  Econ- 
omics by  Agricultural  Commissioner  L.  V.  Steere  at  Berlin. 

^This  indicates  an  increase  of  about  300,000  short  tons  over 
the  1927  crop  previously  reported  at  1,473,000  short  tons  by  the  Sugar 
Trust.    About  82  per  cent  of  the  Russian  sugar  crop  is  produced  in 
Ukraine.     In  view  of  the  large  crop  expected  this  year  it  is  estimated 
that  the  factories  will  work  106  days  on  the  average  as  compared  with 
94  days  during  the  1927-28  season.     Six  or  seven  factories  which  have 
not  been  active  within  recent  j'ears  are  expected  to  work  during  the 
coming  season. 

According  to  data  of  the  Sugar  Trust  the  sewing  campaign  of 
factory  sugar  beets  developed  successfully  in  all  branches  of  the  Trust. 
Total  sowings  of  sugar  beets  on  the  farms  belonging  to  the  trust  amounted 
to  458,393  acres  which  was"  102.2  per  cent  of  the  plan.     In  Ukraine  the 
plan  was  surpassed  by  2.9  per  cent  and  in  other  oeet  producing  regions 
by  ,4  per  cent.     The  ex^^ansion  of  the  sown  area  in  peasants' fields  and 
other  farming  enterprises  v/as  still  more  intensive.    Here  the  area  sown 
reached  1,314,110  acres  which  ^/as  109.3  per  cent  of  the  plan.    The  plan 
was  surpassed  by  9.1  per  cent  in  TJkraine  and  10.9  per  cent  in  other 
parts  of  Russia.     This  indicates  a  total  acreage  of  1,772,503  acres 
devoted  to  beets  in  1928  which  is  an  increase  of  16  per  cent  over  last 
year  when  according  to  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture 
1,525,000  acres  w^ere  harvested.     See  Poreign  Service  Release  F.S./S-44,

Flaxseed  marKet  situ-ation  in  July  1928 

Flaxseed  prices  in  July  in  3  important  markets,  Minneapolis,  "inni- 
peg  and  Buenos  Aires  continued  the  weakening  tendency  begun  in  the  middle 
of  June,  according  to  information  available  in  the  Foreign  Service  of  the 
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Bureau  og  Agricultural  Economics.     A.s  previously  noted,  there  is  a 
tendency  tovrard  a  seasonal  aecline  in  flaxseed  prices  at  about  this 
time.     The  average  price  for  the  first  4  weeks  of  July  1928  was  below 
the  July  average  for  the  past  3  years  in  all  3  markets.    Prices  in 
Minneapolis  declined  rapidly  and  by  the  fourth  week  of  July  had  reached 
a  level  below  that  of  the  first  week  of  January.    During  the  past  few 
years  the  market  has  shown  a  tendency  to  decline  or  remain  fairly 
stationary  after  the  entrance  of  the  new  Argentine  crop  on  Jan^oary  1. 
This  year,  however,  an  upward  trend  begun  in  January  continued  until 
late  in  June,    The  margin  of  the  Minneapolis  price  over  those  of  the 
other  2  markets  dropped  during  the  last  month.     Stocks  in  commercial 
centers  of  Canada  and  the  United  States  continued  to  decline  and 
on  July  28  amounted  to  only  1,912,000  bushels  compared  r-ith  2,839,000 
bushels  at  the  same  time  last  year.    Exports  from  Argentina  are  below 
last  year  and  stocks  available  for  export  are  high.     The  official  estimate 
of  the  eicportable  surplus  on  July  12  was  28,815,000  'oushels,  or  7,032,000 
bushels  above  the  estimate  at  the  samie  time  last  year.     Last  year's 
estimate  was  about  9,000,000  bushels  below  the  actual  exports  from  then 
to  the  end  of  the  season.     See  Eor-eign  Service  releo.se  F.  S./EE-27, 
August  14,  1928. 
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THE  1923-29  GRAPEERoIT  SITUATIOiJ  III  THE  ISLE  CE  FI?^3:  The 
early  crop  of  grapefruit  in  the  Isle  of  Pines  is  now  estimated  at  100,000 
crates,  according  to  a  report  received  in  the  Foreign  Service  of  the 
Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  from  Vice  Consul  John  J.  Coyle  at 
Kueva  Gerona.     Tnis  figure,  representing  only  the  early  crop,  is  the 
sam.e  as  the  total  production  shipped  from  the  island  last  year.  Last 
year's  crop,  however,  was  50  per  cent  below  the  avers-ge  for  the  pre- 
ceding five  seasons.     It  is  believed  that  the  total  production  this  year 
will  not  bs  very  much  in  excess  of  the  early  fruit  crop,  although  it 
is  as  yet  too  early  to  make  an  accurate  estimate.    The  grapefruit 
season  in  the  Isle  of  Pines  usually  begins  in  August  and  ends  in  May 
or  June  of  the  following  year.    Due  to  the  unusually  early  crop  this 
year,  however,  exports  to  England  began  on  July  15  and  to  the  United 
States  on  July  27.    Up  to  August  1  the  shipments  to  England  had 
totaled  1,793  crates,  and  those  to  the  United  States  795  crates. 

The  crop  this  year  is  said  to  be  a  good  quality.  Speculators 
have  purchased  the  major  -oortion  of  the  croc  at  an  average  price  of  $2,50 
per  crate  f.o.b.  lJueva  Gerona,  States  Vice  Consul  Coyle.    Reports  from  the 
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British  market  indicate  that  no  appreciable  supply  of  grapefruit  is  in 
sight  for  that  market  during  August  and  Septeraber  and  a  part  of  October. 
This  fact,  coupled  with  the  fact,  that  gro'^ers  on  the  island  are  making 
every  effort  to  reap  the  advantages  of  the  favorable  prices  obtaining  in 
the  ./merican  markets  before  the  arrival  of  the  Florida  crop,  indicates  that 
shipments  to  this  market  will  be  heavy  during  August  and  September,  It 
is  believed  that  the  entire  early  crop  of  grapefruit  rill  have  been  shipped 
from  the  island  by  October  15.

BRITISH  JULY  FORK  IMPORTS:     The  July  imports  of  bacon  into  Great 
Britain,  at  79,184,000  pounds,  were  about  7,000,000  pounds  under  the  June 
figure,  and  the  smallest  imports  of  bacon  since  August  1927,  according  to 
preliminary  figures  cabled  by  E.  A,  Foley,  American  j;gricultural  Com- 
missioner at  London,    Some  seasonal  factors  contributed  to  the  July  decline,  j 
but  the  1928  figure  for  that  month  was  nearly  5,000,000  pounds  under  that 
of  last  year.     The  current  figure  on  imports  from  Denmark  went  6,720,000 
pounds  under  J^ane  to  reach  44,464,000  pounds,  but  slight  increases  were 
noted  in  the  quantities  talcen  from  the  United  States  and  Canada,     The  hcon 
imports  for  July,  however,  increased  slightly  over  June  to  reach  11,312,000  [ 
pounds,  and  were  almost  as  large  as  for  July  a  year  ago.    Lard  imports,  '< 
at  24,667,000  pounds,  were  more  in  line  with  the  figures  of  recent  months 
than  were  the  19,595,000  pounds  imported  in  June.     The  July  lard  figure,  | 
however,  was  still  more  than.' i» 000 ,000  pounds  under  that  of  July  1928, 
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FOREIGN  BUTTER  PRICES  HIGHER 

The  Copenhagen  official  butter  quotation  as  of  August  16  stood  at 
the  equivalent  of  38.8  cents  per  pound  against  37.3  cents  on  the  preceding 
Thursday,  and  the  German  market  also  made  some  advance,  according  to  in- 
formation cabled  by  the  Anerican  agricultural  commissioners  in  Europe.  In 
New  York,  hov-ever,  92  score  advanced  only  from  46  l/2  to  47  l/2  cents  over 
the  same  period.     In  the  London  market,  Danish  was  the  only  aoscription  to 
show  a  material  advance  during  the  week,  with  colonial  coionts  steady  to 
easier,

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TKE  WORLD  AGIII CULTURAL  CEITSUS  III  AFRICA 

FolloYdng  his  trip  to  Abyssinia,  Mr.  Leon  M.  Estabrook  visited 
Madagascar,  Mozambique  and  the  Union  of  South  Africa  as  part  of  his  world 
tour  in  the  interer.t  of  the  World  Agricultural  Census  of  1930,  of  v-hich 
he  is  the  Director,  -under  the  auspices  of  the  International  Institute  of 
Agriculture  at  Rome,     In  those  countries,  Mr.' Estabrook  found  the  same 
vvillingness  to  cooperate  in  the  census  project  as  has  been  the  case  in 
practically  all  of  the  countries  visited  so  far.    Most  of  the  African 
territory,  aside  from  the  Union,  offers  especially  difficult  obstacles 
to  the  completeness  of  the  census,  ovdng  to  inadequate  transport  and  com- 
munication, and  to  less  fully  developed  economic  and  cultural  activity. 
In  the  Union,  Mr.  Estabrook  was  favorably  impressed  with  the  completeness 
of  the  organization  available  for  census  v/ork.    Press  interviews  in 
Capetown  resulted  in  Mr.  Estabrook  being  Quoted  at  length  on  agriculture 
and  other  important  world  problems.    Following  are  some  of  Mr.  Estabrook' s 
observations  of  the  trip  from  Scmaliland  to  Capetown. 

Madagascar 

The  French  Colonial  officials  interviewed,  in  affirming  their  coopera- 
tion in  the  Census  project,  pointed  out  as  their  chief  difficulties  the 
primitive  and  unsettled  condition  of  the  country  and  undeveloped  agricul- 
ture; diversity  of  crops  on  the  tropical  coastal  lowlands  as  against  tne 
temperate  highlands;  the  extreme l;y  illiterate  population;  undevelc-oed 
comn-,unications,  and  lack  of  trained  official  personnel.  Agricultural 
data  are  gathered  through  the  village  chiefs/  The  official  agricultiiral 
work  is  carried  on  by  a  small  force  at  Tananarive  the  capital;  seven 
agricultural  experiment  stations;  three  agricultural  training  schools  for 
natives,  and  a  number  of  demonstration  farms.    Plans  are  in  hand,  however, 
for  enlarging  the  official  activities  and  staff. 

Mr.  Estabrook  was  told  that  conditions  following  the  war,  together 
v;ith  disastrous  stonn  damage  in  recent  years,  have  discouraged  the  coming 
of  French  colonistr;  so  that  the  service  is  concentrating  its  efforts  on 
improving  the  agricultural  practices  of  the  native  population.  Irrigation 
projects  are  under  way,  and  efforts  have  been  made  to  establish  sericulture, 
to  develojj  improved  varieties  of  rice  and  to  promote  the  growing  of  tobacco. 
The  v.'hole  program,  however,  is  met  with  a  deficiency  of  labor  to  handle 
the  extensive  area  comprised  in  the  island.    Madagascar  is  about  1,000 
miles  long  and  larger  than  France,  ranking  about  fourth  the  size  among 
the  world's  large  islands.     It  is  ip.ore  than  four  times  as  large  as  Java 
and  has  about  one-tenth  the  jjopulation.    The  population  is  mainly  negro, 
physically  small  and  mentally  ijndeveloped,  and  a  small  upper  class  of 
French  ana  mulattos. 

Rice  is  the  leading  agricultural  product.    The  climate  varies  with 
the  altitude,  which  reaches  8,000  feet.     There  is  a  noticeable  absence  of 
rock,  and  the  soil  is  generally  a  red  clay  of  volcanic  origin.  The 
island  generally  is  well  watered  with  streains,  but  irrigation  appears  to 
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be  necessary  to  produce  cropj:.     In  the  southern  end  of  the  Island  there 
are  large  areas  classed  as  semi-arid.    The  island  has  a  xiumher  of  well 
prooected  harhors,  but  only  one  railroad,  a  line  about  200  mile.s  long 
oetvvcen  the  port  of  Tamatave  and  the  capitsl,  Tananarive.    The  railroad, 
Mr.  Sstabrook  says,  run?  through  7;hat  appears  to  be  an  almost  uninhabited 
wilderness,  with  a  small  fraction  of  one  yer  cent  of  the  area  utilized 
for  anything.     In  the  environs  of  the  ca-pital  there  are  extensive  rice 
paddy  fields,  out  of  ^^h  ich  rises  the  higEi  hill  on  vhich  the  city  is  located. 

Portuguese  East  Airica_ 

The  Portuguese  administration  of  that  portion  of  east  Africa  (also 
known  as  MoEambique)  wa'o  ready  to  do  what  it  could  in  aiding  the  Census, 
b^.it  cited  a  lack  of  either  special  or  ordinary  funds  as  an  obstacle  to  . 
gcttin^^-  the  best  results.    The  fact  that  the  post  of  Director  of  Agricul- 
ture was  vacant  at  i/hat  time  also  contributed  some  un.certainty  to  the 
situation.    The  Department  of  Agricultui'e  maintains  a  field  agent  in  each 
of  the  seven  fiovernm.ontal  administrative  districtf  into  \"hich  the  country 
is  divided.     In  .r;atherin(=^  arricultui'al  data,  the  Department  provides  those 
agents  with  questionnaires  ":hich  are  distributed  to  native  chiefs  of  smaller 
divisions,  who  pat  them  in  the  farmers'  hands.     The  latter  are  compelled  by 
law  to  make  some  rort  of  return,  but  the  law  is  recofniaed  by  the  officials 
as  not  gu.aranteeing  accuracy  in  the  returns  submitted.    The  govermnent  main- 
tains an  e::periraent  st:vtion  and  an  agricultural  school  for  native  blacks. 

Lorenco  Marques,  the  leraing  port,  is  important  as  an  outlet  for  the 
Transvaal  area  of  the  Union  of  South  Africa.     The  city,  accoraing  to  Mr. 
iilataorooiv,  is  a  remarkably  neat  and  business-like  place,  vvl  th  a  harbor  and 
shipping  facilities  said  to  be  the  best  on  the  African  east  coast.  The 
country  at  large,  hov^eviu-,  is  described  as  undeveloped  and  very  baclcward, 
Away  from  the  coast,  the  country  is  said  to  be  a  high  plateau  of  undulating 
hills  covered  v/ith  scattered  trees  and  shrubs  and  coarse  grass.    During  the 
three-hour  trip  from  Lorenco  Marques  to  the  Transvaal  border  the  country  hj-d 
the  general  aspect  of  a  wilderneGs  of  jungle.    For  fifty  miles  back  from  tHe 
sea  the  soil  i;;;  loo.se  sand,  gradually  changing  to  red  or  dark  colored  loam  as 
the  Tx'ansvaal  comes  nearer.     The  territory  traversed  was  generally  rolling 
hills  covered  with  coarse  grass  and  scattered  trees,  m.ostly  acacias,  and  shrubs 
with  only  occasionally  a  field  th::.t  had  bc-ri  in  maize,  kaffir  corn  or  cotton. 

Union  of  South  Africa 

At  Pretoria,  Mr.  Sstabrook  learned  of  the  very  complete  census  methods 
in  use  in  the  Union,    The  Census  and  3tatii3tics  Office  is  empowered  to  call 
upon  the  rural  police  to  act  as  census  enurneratores  and  to  gather  any  other 
agricultural  information  that  nay  be  necessary.    Each  policeann  of  the 
1,700  available  for  such  work  is  responsible  for  the  returns  made  by  all  of 
the  farmers  in  his  territory,  and  irregularities  are  carried  back  for  correc- 
tion through  the  same  channels,     South  Africa  regxilarly  tal^ces  a  partial  census 
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annually  and  a  complete  enu'iieration  evsry  ten  years*  ■  The  plans  for  the  next 
count  have  been  laid  to  conform  with  the  outline  submitted  by  the. International 
Institute  of  Agriculture.    The  officials  averred  that  the  annual  and  decennial 
censuses  were  100  per  cent  complete.    About  three  months  are  needed  to  get 
all  the  returns  in,  and  the  cost  runs  to  about  ^o5,0'v.O.    Other  activities 
in  the  interect  of  agricultural  progress  appeared  to  be  conducted  in  a  manner 
creditable  to  those  in  char^ie,  with  good  plant  and  equipn.ent. 

For  loo  miles  east  of  Pretoria,  on  the  run  f  rom -Lor.enco  Marques,  Mr. 
Estabrook  saw  a  rolling:,  open  prairie,  d^enerally  unfenced,  .vith  waving, 
Y/ithered  gi^ass  from  one  horizon  to  the  other.    The  soil  is  generally  a  red  ' 
or  black  clay  loam,  and  considerable  areas  are  very  "stony-.- •  IJo.  mountains, 

^.^woods  or  water  v/ere  visible ,'  vvith  only  very  few  houses,-*cultivated  fields  or 
livestock.    The  general  effect  was  that  ot  portions 'of  the  Great  Plains  area  of 
the  United  States.    In  the  middle  of  June,  at  the  time- of  Mr,  Estabro6k»s  trip, 

■  the  temperature  reads  40°  early  in  the  morning:;,  with  frost  visible  in  the  low 
places^.    Pretoria  is  at  an  slevation  of  4,000  feet  and  «ia-roujided  by  high 

^li'ills.*  Tlae  country  around  Johannesburg,  an  hour  and  a  half  by  train  from 
Pretoria,  is  characterized  by  ertensive  .^old  riiring  o-nerations.     The  mines, 
with  their  dumps  of  glittering  \;hite  sand,  e:.tt--nd  for  some  60  miles  along  the 
railway. 

From  Jonannesburg  south  farms  and  pastures  .Ipecame  moi'ei  -numerous,  but 
water  and  trees  were  still  conspicuous  by  their  absence*     G-reat  areas  appeared 
to  be  very  stony.     It  was  apparent  to  Mr.  Estabrook.  that_  it  was  a  dry  land 
country,  making  agriculture  and  livestock  raising-  a  co-nstan.tly  hazardous 
undertaking,  except  in  the  few  places  were  irr igat ion  . is  available.    For  100 
miles  north  of  Eimberley  and  for  some  distance  south  of  that  city,  a  thin 
layer  of  red  soil  lies  a  few  inches  or  feet  above  a  hardpan  of  solid  rock. 
Many  square  miles  of  that  area  have  been  prospected  for  diamonds,  with  the 
evidence  of  such  workings  appearing  on  all  .^idos.    Within  50  miles  from 
I  Capetown  the  tr:;in  descended  from  the  high  int-o-rior  plateau  into  a  narrow 
valley  v.hich  was  planted  mostly  to  vineyards,  peach,  apricot  and  pear  orchards 
and  at  the  small  towns  one  could  see  fruit  par,V:ing"  and  preserving  sheds.  Mr. 
Estabrook  observed  that  that  valley  was  the  r.-iczt  prosperous  portion  of  South 
I  Africa  that  he  had  seen.    From  as  much  of  the  oo'ontry  as  he  sav/  from  the 
:  train  between  the  border  of  Portuguese  E.iSt  Airica  and  Capetown,  he  judged 
that  less  than  2  per  cent  of  the  country  had  been  ijlovved.    He  saw  many  herds 
of  long-horned  scrub  cattle,  a  fev/  flocks  of  sheep,  some  goats  and  asses, 
but  scarcely  any  horses.    All  plowing  and  heavy  hauling  '.vas  done  by  long 
strings  of  o::en  and  asses.    The  asses  are  derived  from  stock  imported  from 
Spain,  and  ars  relatively  large  and  heavy.

Potato  production  in  Surope  does  not  compete  directly  with  the 
American  crop,  but  the  size  and  quality  of  the  European  crop  er.erts  some 
iTifluence'  on  the  European  demand  for  v/hcat  and  for  feed  grains.    The  present 
prospect  iB  for  a  European  potato  crop  smaller  than  last  year.     Total  pro- 
duction in  five  countries  reported  to  date  is  185,158,000  bushels,  a  decrease 
of  1  per  cent  from  production  in  those  cciontriss  last  year.     See  table  below.
